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MAGAZINES FOR THE SMALL LIBRARY 

In selecting magazines for a small public library two 
things must bebomeinmind; the use of the magazine for 
current reading, and its value for reference when per- 
manently bound. In a very small collection the current 
use of the magazine is of first consideration. As the 
collection grows, reference value is of increasing import- 
ance. The general literary magazines should therefore 
be chosen first, and afterwards those relating to special 
subjects. Local conditions must determine the choice 
of both general and special publications. As a rule it 
is better to buy a few good magazines than a large num- 
ber of cheap ones. This is especially true in some small 
communities where few of the people can aflford to take 
the more expensive, but many subscribe for the cheap, 
periodicals. 
lL The latest numbers of the current periodicals should 

^ be placed in open cases in tb6 reading-room and the 

preceding numbers filed where they are easily accessible 
^ for reference until the volume is completed and ready 
I for binding. It is advisable to circulate all but the cur- 

Li> rent number. As soon' as funds permit, the library 
^ should furnish duplicate copies of the most popular mag-^ 

azines for this purpose. The magazine gives as much 
pleasure as a late novel, and costs about a third of the 
price. 
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Current magazines should be put into temporary bind- 
ers for preservation of covers and back while in constant 
use. Information concerning binders, with prices, will 
be furnished by the Commission on application. If 
binders cannot be afforded, very satisfactory covers may 
be made with paste-board sides covered with linen, and 
fastened to ihe magazine by means of clips devised by 
Mr. H. H. Ballard, librarian of the Athenaeum Library, 
Pittsfield, Mass. Information concerning sizes of clips 
and prices may be obtained from him. The covers may 
be greatly strengthened by lining them with cheese cloth 
or paper cambric neatly pasted over the entire inner 
;surface, and allowing the cloth to extend an inch on to 
the first page of advertising matter. 

It is well to buy all periodicals through one agent, and 
to have the subscriptions expire at the same time, pre- 
ferably the first of January. If expiration dates vary 
at present, the dealer should renew to one date. New 
subscriptions should begin with the first number of the 
current volume. The publishers should be notified if 
issues of the magazine, or indexes, are delayed. A list 
of both current and bound magazines should always be 
posted in the library where it can be easily consulted. 

Magazines may sometimes be ordered through local 
•dealers with satisfactory results, but usually better prices 
may be secured through agencies. A list of the maga- 
zines desired should be submitted for bids to a number 
of dealers before the order is placed. Libraries may se- 
cure from 5 to 20 per cent, discount on advertised prices.

The following list of magazines is based upon votes 
of many librarians of libraries great and small, to 
whom a much longer list was submitted with request to 
mark the first five recommended with the number one, 
the second five with two, and so on until twenty were 
checked. As was expected there was a general unanim- 
ity of opinion concerning most of them, but the embar- 
rassments of exclusion as well as inclusion resulted in a 
scattering vote on about one^-fourth. This was, of course, 
natural, the difficulties of selecting twenty magazines for 
a typical library being sufficiently obvious — ^because there 
is no typical library. 

In order to make the list as elastic as possible, and to 
furnish an aid which may be more or less adapted to the 
conditions of any small town, the following plan is 
adopted. The main headings, in larger type, represent 
the list for the typical library — which may not exist. 
Under the main entry are grouped titles of magazines 
comparable to it in subject, general character, in price, 
or some other particular. For instance, under McClure's 
Magazine, are noted other cheap magazines, none of 
which occupy quite the same place, or cover quite the 
same field as any of the others, each one having distinct 
characteristics, but all made up of general literature. 
Under Scientific American, titles of technical, scholarly 
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but not technical, and purely popular periodicals are sug- 
gested, but all have to do with applied science. Grouped 
with World's Work we have World Today, very closdy 
comparable to it; Technical World, only touching the 
more general magazine in industrial and scientific arts; 
and the National Geographical Magazine, which covers 
modern advance only in respect to general conditions, 
agricultural and manufacturing progress of the various 
countries of the world. In a town where there is no in- 
terest in art, but a large demand for material on tech- 
, nology and industrial arts, the library will naturally sub- 
stitute for the art magazine suggested, secondary entries 
under applied science. The annotations would seem un- 
necessary in cases especially of the best-known maga- 
zines, were it not for the fact that the information they 
give is so frequently called for. The list does not include 
library periodicals.

A conservative, high-grade magazine devoted to general 
subjects, and to current fiction. Especial attention has been 
given to biography, history, art, description and travel, and 
to pure literature. Gives little -attention to matters of cur- 
rent interest, and appears to be, for this reason, a little 
less popular for general reading than Harper*s Monthly, to 
which it is more nearly comparable than any other maga- 
zine, but is on the other hand correspondingly more valu- 
able for reference because of its greater permanence of in- 
terest. 

The entire file is valuable for reference and worthy of 
binding in the smallest library. Admirably illustrated, with 
half-tones principally, but also enriched with a remarkable i 
series of wood-cut reproductions of the paintings of great 
masters, by Timothy Cole. Always contains a number of 
short stories and at least one serial novel, all of the. better 
class of current fiction. 

4 Charities and the Commons (weekly). New York,

Devoted to social betterment, and to public and private 
philanthropy. Stimulating, advanced but not extreme, prac- 
tical, and while fearless in exposure of present evils, opti- 
mistic in its outlook. Favors trade unions. Very useful 
to debaters, and appeals to a wide variety of readers. Worth] 
a place on any library table. 

5 Annals of the Amertcan Academy of PolKical and Sooial 
Science (bi-monthly). Philadelphia, 1890-1907. v. 1-30. 
$6. 
Indexed la Poole, Readers' Guide, and Library Indea. 
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For more extended and detailed treatment of political, 
economical, and sociological subjects this valuable publica- 
tion is recommended. Contributors are foremost students 
of these subjects in this country. Each number forms, in 
a way, a symposium of a certain subject. Contains good, 
but not always timely, reviews of books on historical, politi- 
cal, sociological, and economic subjects. The small library, 
with limited means would better not subscribe regularly but 
buy special numbers containing material on subjects most 
in demand. The numbers are usually noted in the A. L. A, 
Booklist. 

6 Collier's National Weekly. New York, 1887-1907.

On the whole the best illustrated weekly dealing with 
current events now published in the United States. Solely 
for reading table use. Distinctly popular, modern in its at- 
titude toward political and sociological problems of the day, 
inclined to challenge some old practices, but in the main 
fair-minded. Contains some short stories. Illustrations 
are good, and provide a running comment on current events 
and interests. 

7 Harper's Weekly. New York, 1857-1907. v. 1-51. $4.

Was for many years unquestionably the best illustrated 
weekly in the English language; was important because of 
its position on public questions, its reliability in reporting 
facts, its general fairness of temper in respect to criticism 
of public policies and public men, and the excellence of its 
cartoons both as to drawing, and as to significance and 
pertinence. Has deteriorated of late years in literary merit 
Favors interests of large corporations. Contains some fic- 
tion. Printed on better paper than Collier^s, somewhat 
smaller in size, and therefore better suited to binding. 

8 Saturday Evening Post (weekly). Philadelphia, 1728-1907.

Made up of popular articles on current topics— commer- 
cial methods, new inventions, civic improvement, labor con- 
ditions, financial problems, recent legislation, — and of up- 
to-date short stories and serial fiction. Of use only aS a 
reading table periodical. So generally subscribed for that 
the library may not need it in some communities. Illustrated 
with wash drawings mostly, and occasional half-tones. 
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9 Illustrated London News (weekly). (American edition.)

Deals with subjects of present-day popular interest, but 
from the British standpoint, of course; contains something 
of Continental affairs also. Chief feature is the illustra- 
tions which are unsurpassed for variety and excellence by 
those of any similar periodical in English. 

10 Garden Magazine (monthly). New York, 1905- 

1907. V. 1-5. $1. 

Better suited to the small library than Country Life in 
Americd, because less expensive, and more practical in sub- 
ject and treatment to the uses of the ordinary householder. 
Concerns itself mainly with gardening indoors and out, but 
also gives suggestions regarding plans for houses and out 
buildings, and the planning of grounds in relation to build- 
ings. The contributors are recognized authorities, the il- 
lustrations excellent. 

11 Country Life in America (monthly). New York, 1901- 

1907. V. 1-12. $4. 
Indexed in Readers' Guide, and lAbrary Indesff. 

Similar in character to Garden Magazine, but covers a 
little wider field, including house-furnishing to a limited ex- 
tent, and sports and out-door recreations, the kennel, the 
stable, etc. The houses, gardens, and grounds treated are 
too large and pretentious to offer even suggestions to people 
of ordinary means. Admirable as to print and paper (nec- 
essarily glazed because of the large number of pictures), 
and incomparable as to beauty of illustration. 

12 Education (monthly). Boston, 1880-1907. v. 1-28.

Covers the whole field of teaching, but is not so scholarly 
as the Educationcd Review quoted below. Contains more 
and shorter articles, and is better adapted to the use of 
teachers in small cities and town* than that magazine.

On the whole the best educational journal now published 
but deals only with methods of teaching in high schools and 
colleges and offers little or nothing to the grade teacher. 
The contributors are for the most part recognized author- 
ities on their respective subjects. Treatment of subjects 
generally aims to be scholarly, and not technical, but both 
subject and treatment are beyond the average teacher in 
the small city or town. Illustrated occasionally with por- 
traits. 

14 Chautauquan (monthly). Chautauqua, N. Y., 1880-1907. v.

Illustrated with 
fairly good half-tones.

A magazine of about the same grade as the Century under 
entry for which see note comparing the two. More atten- 
tion is given to description and travel, explorations, to pop- 
ular accounts of advance in science, pure and applied, and 
to other subjects of current interest, than the Century gives 
to these subjects, and less to biography, history and art, al- 
though both cover all subjects to a certain extent. Usually 
avoids political, economic, social and religious topics. 
Each number contains several short stories and one or more 
serial novels, all of the better sort of current fiction. The 
illustrations are excellent, both in color and in black and 
white (especially the latter). The glazed paper makes a 
heavy volume for binding, the number of single sheets in- 
creases the difficulties of good sewing. Small libraries need 
not collect back of 1880 as the—reference material in the 
earlier volumes is not especially valuable. 

16 International Studio (monthly). New York, 1897-

Exactly corresponds to Studio published in London. ▼. ItMl. 
Jndexed In ^Pqole, Readers' Ouide, and Library Indem. 
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Primarily devoted to painting, etching, drawing, but con- 
siders also architecture, sculpture, metal-work, needle-work, 
landscape-gardening, house decoration and furnishing, and 
all the fine arts, and is therefore of interest not only to 
the art amateur and art student, but to the craftsman, the 
home-builder, the architect, and the decorator. The articles 
are by well-known authors. The illustrations, both black 
and whfte and in color, reproduced by various processes, are 
admirably executed and numerous. The articles are not 
too technical in treatment for use of any reader who really 
cares for things artistic.

Studio but emphasizes, as the name suggests, the arts and 
crafts, and includes occasional fiction.

Was originally devoted to house decoration, furnishings, 
and landscape gardening, but has gradually broadened its 
scope to include arts and crafts, and to a certain extent, the 
fine arts. The material on house decoration and furnish- 
ing is not so useful as formerly to the house-holder or 
house-builder of average (or even more than average) 
means, but pertain^ to large establishments demanding large 
means both to build and maintain. Illustrations are excel- 
lent. 

19 Masters In Art (monthly). Boston, 1900-1907. v. 1-8. $1.50.

Cannot be regarded as a periodical in the strict sense of 
the word. Each number is devoted to a single artist, and 
consists of a brief biographical sketch, selections from criti- 
cal and descriptive essays by acknowledged authorities, 
originally published in art magazines or books, twelve or 
fifteen excellent half-tone reproductions of the artist's 
works, usually his portrait, and descriptive and historical 
notes about the works reproduced. A list of the principal 
works is also given with their location indicated, and a bib- 
liography. A remarkable publication for the price. 
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20 School Arts Book. Worchester, Mass., 1901-1907. v. 1-6. $1. 

Published every month except July and August. "De- 
voted to the service of those who teach drawing and the 
allied arts in the schools." Practical, suggestive, stimula- 
tive of higher ideals of art — distinctly discouraging to the 
mere prettinesses, and trivialities which have crept into the 
teaching in some of our public schools, and have been en- 
couraged by the "art departments" of some school journals. 
Illustrations suggestive, good in subject and execution. 

21 Ladies Home Journal (monthly). Philadelphia, 

1883-1908. V. 1-84. $1.50.

The most popular magazine for women in the field. Be- 
sides serials and short stories, often sentimental and trivial 
but always wholesome, contains brief articles on subjects of 
current interest, biographical and literary sketches, and 
regularly maintains departments devoted to fashions, fancy 
needlework, house furnishing and decoration, the prepara- 
tion and serving of food, the care of children and the sick, 
and manners and morals — ^usually in the form of confiden- 
tial letters to young men and women. Illustrations are not 
particularly valuable except those of fashions. 

22 Good Housekeeping (monthly). Springfield, Mass., 1885- 

1907. V. 1-45. $1. . 
Indexed in Magazine Subject Index and its continuation. Bulletin 
of Bibliography, since January, 1907. 

Treats of the care and equipment of the home, but es- 
pecially of cooking and serving of food, entertainments, etc.

Originally aevoted to fashions, but now has broadened 
its field and includes articles on every phase of woman's 
work in the home, and both short and serial fiction.

Similar to Harper's Bazaar in scope and subjects. Fash- 
ions are simpler and better adapted to use in home dress- 
making. Butterick patterns may be obtained for all cos- 
tumes illustrated.

Best humorous magazine on the market. The editorials 
are readable, timely, critical but not malicious, to the point 
The dramatic criticisms and book notes give remarkably 
correct idea of values in a few, incisive, significant sen- 
tences. The cartoons and pictures relating to politics, passing 
events, fads, and fancies, are well drawn, and as a rule 
are characterized by a general alertness of thought that is 
truly refreshing. There is no doubt that a humorous 
magazine often brings to the library readers who would 
not otherwise come, and gives an opportunity for more ex- 
tended and substantial service. 

26 McClure's Magazine (monthly). New. York,

Probably the best of the cheap general magazines. While 
its scope is broad and subjects of every kind are treated, 
it has been especially strong in biography. Some of the 
best short story writers are frequent contributors. Print, 
paper, and illustrations are good but do not compare favor- 
ably with the more expensive magazines. 

27 American Magazine (monthly). New York, 1905-1907. v.

The character of the magazine has greatly improved 
since it changed hands. Very nearly if not quite, as good 
as McClure's; similar to it in many ways; not so inclined 
to biography but more given to discussion of present day 
problems, and persons in the public eye. Especial atten- 
tion is given to exposure of wrong methods in politics and 
business. 

28 Everybody's Magazine (monthly). New York, 189^1907.

One of the most popular of the cheap magazines. Con- 
tains a good matny articles on present-day social, political, 
and financial problems; aggressive against corporations, 
"high finance," etc.; often exaggerated and sometimes sen- 
sational. Gives some attention to the drama, the opera, 
and to dramatic and musical artists.

A journal of politics, literature, science, and art. In 
politics stands as a free lance, a position which allows of 
unlimited criticism, usually based on careful study of sub- 
ject, and a knowledge of history and politics of the past. 
The book reviews are wirtten by specialists, are scholarly, 
critical — sometimes h3i)ercritical — ^but never too technical 
for comprehension of the intelligent reader. No periodical 
can be compared with it because none other covers just 
the same ground, and certainly none other is characterized 
with the same independence of judgment, and freedom of 
utterance — an independence and freedom which give it a 
certain authority and standing not enjoyed by any American 
contemporary. 

30 Dial (semi-monthly). Chicago, 1880-1907. v. 1-43. $2.

Distinctly a literary magazine, devoted to discussion of 
literature, to papers about literary people, and to reviews 
of new books which. are usually longer and more detailed 
than the Nation reviews, are written by men of more or 
less note in the world of letters, and are usually signed. 

31 New York Times Saturday Review (weekly). New York, 

1890-1907. V. 1-12. $1. 

Entirely given to book reviews, some signed, which usu- 
ally give a very good idea of what the book is about, but 
often no idea at all of its value nor of its place in relation 
to other books on the same subject. Chief value is timeli- 
ness — often giving notice to books weeks and sometimes 
months before other reviews. 

32 North American Review (monthly). New York, 

1815-1907. V. 1-186. $4.

Index, Changed to semi-monthly September, 1906. v. 183 
is so large as to necessitate binding in two v. Semi- 
monthly numbers were discontinued with the August, 1907, 
number and monthly numbers began with September, v. 186 
contains but four numbers, to finish out the year, Sep<tem- 
ber, October, November, and December, 1907. 
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A scholarly review of questions of the day, political, 
social, economic, (not as unprejudiced as in former years 
but inclined to the view point of corporations) and to a 
more limited extent of historical, literary, and scientific 
matters, by scholars and professional men of recognized 
standing. The later volumes seldom contain scientific arti- 
cles, and give a place to literature equal to the main sub- 
jects. They also contain a few book reviews by authorities.

One number of 
each month, a "magazine number," contains good illustra- 
tions, and more reading matter than the others — including 
short stories. Contains occasional excellent signed book 
reviews, but the brief book notes offered each week are for 
the most part merely descriptive, and seldom define in- 
trinsic or comparative values.

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The importance of careful and balanced selection 
in the matter of current periodicals is increasingly- 
recognized by library authorities upon whom devolves 
the choice of magazines for the year. In the sugges- 
tive groups noted above, are included most of the 
periodicals which a small library, or medium-sized 
library, can be reasonably asked to provide for its 
readers. In most libraries it will not be possible to 
supply all of them, and in but few libraries most 
of them. The smaller the fund available for the 
purchase of magazines, the greater the necessity 
for the exercise of care in a selection that will 
prove most useful and profitable for the patrons of the 
particular library for which the choice is made. No 
rigid rules can be laid down to be followed for the 
reasons which have been stated as to local conditions 
and other contributing circumstances, but fairly defi- 
nite advice, subject to certain elasticity of choice as 
between magazines of the same relative rank and class, 
can be given. It is with this explanation, and within 
these limitations, that the following groups are sub- 
mitted for consideration.

BOUND PERIODICALS 

Collecting, It seems scarcely necessary to dwell 
extendedly on the use of bound periodicals and the de- 
sirability of securing them for even the smallest pub- 
lic libraries. For little more than the expense of 
binding, libraries may acquire a reference collection 
of inefstimable value. Until such a time as the li- 
brary can afford to bind, the magazines may be made 
convenient for use by tying them neatly into volumes 
arranged by volume and number, not by year and 
month. 

Small libraries cannot afford to bind magazines not 
included in the indexes (mentioned below). 

It is advisable to begin with binding recent volumes 
of the more valuable sets. The collection of the later 
volumes — for the past ten or fifteen years— of a con- 
siderable number of magazines is vastly preferable 
to complete sets of a few. The late volumes, even of 
the best magazines, contain much more and much bet^ 
ter material than the early volumes, and in some cases 
the early volumes are rarely used. When the start 
is made toward securing magazines for binding, a 
systematic collection should be made in the town. 
A great amount of material will be discovered by ad- 
vertising the needs of the library through the news- 
papers, clubs, schools, and churches. The house- 
cleaning season is an especially good, tim^^ ,to make 
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the appeal. The librarian should make delivery of 
gifts as easy as possible for donors. 

Clearing House, So much importance is attached to 
the building up of good reference collections of mag- 
azines, that several Commissions have established 
clearing houses for periodicals. The purpose of these 
<:learing houses is to supply volumes, or parts of 
volumes, needed by libraries to complete sets. In re- 
turn the libraries are expected to send all duplicates 
to the Commission, that other libraries may be like- 
wise benefited. Great care should be taken in specify- 
ing the volumes and numbers desired. It is well to 
record not only volume and number, but month and 
year, that identification may be as accurate as pos- 
sible. The following card form has been found use- 
ful by some of the Commissions for receiving requests 
from libraries in the states respectively served by 
them:

PERIODICAL INDEXES 

The reference material contained in the periodicals 
would be practically inaccessible but for indexes. 
They make available a mass of material not to be 
found in other sources, as well as much that is con- 
tained in books but here presented in a condensed, 
brief form, convenient for ordinary uses. The indexes 
also make it possible to avoid duplication of many 
valuable books first published in magazines, a long 
list of which might be mentioned. The following are 
bdst suited to the use of small libraries:
